The place where Abdullah died 
by an assassin’s bullet is per- 
haps more like the Biblical scene 

any other in the Holy Land. 
When Titus destroyed the Temple 
court in 70 A.D., the space was 
left desolate and in ruins for al- 
most 700 years. The Moslem 
world was aflame then with war 
over the succession to Mahomet 
and the pilgrimages to Mec 
were impossible. A decision was 
reached to make Jerusalem, which 
the Prophet originally had se- 
lected as his Holy City, and the 
Temple Area a Holy Shrine for 
the Moslem world. The gigantic 
courtyard and buildings were 
built. There are two chief shrines. 
One is the “Dome of Rock,” simi- 
lar to the sacred black rock at 
Mecca. From this rock Mahomet 
rose to Heaven on a flying beast. 
The shrine built about it oc- 
cupies the center of the stone- 
paved courtyard, where once 
was the tabernacle.

DETROIT, July 24—Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson 
warned the nation in a speech 
here Tuesday night not to be 
misled by the “switching on of 
a Russian lullaby” into relax- 
ing its defense program. 

“We are in great danger, greater 
perhaps than many Americans 
now appreciate,” Acheson said. 
“This danger is not less than it 
was a.month ago, although some 
of us seem to think so.” 

He added that whether there 
was peace in Korea, “whether our 
‘adversaries are cooing like ‘doves 
or growling like bears,” the task 
of the United States would re- 
main unchanged. 

Acheson’s address was delivered 
at a civic dinner to commemorate 
the founding of Detroit 250 years 
ago.

The Mosque has the appearance 
of a Christian church of Roman 
times. There is good reason for 
it. The Roman influence was 
strong and later on, in restoring 
it, the Arabs used the material 
of the ed-down Crusader 
church of St. Mary-In-The-New. 


Below the Mosque are the re- 
stored underground stables of 
Solomon. “Solomon,” the Bible 
says, “had four thousand stalls 
for horses and chariots, and 12,- 
000 ‘horsemen: whom he be- 
stowed in the chariot cities, and 
with the Kings at Jerusalem.” 

The Crusaders restored - the 
stables and they are little changed 
from their time.

The 
second was larger and more 

_ ornate. The third was not com- 
pleted until after the Crucifixion 
and it was this which Titus pulled

destruction of Jerusalem. 


The tabernacle (tent) or the 
Holy-of-Holies of the Temple was 
abousr the domed rock, which is 
but an outcropping of the hill 
called Mount Moriah, The rock 
was used for the sacrifices made 
at the Temple—lambs, sheep, 
goats, doves. The chiseled drain 
for the blood may yet be seen. 
All the great riches of the taber- 
macle were carried away § by 
Nebuchadnezzar. The Ark of the 
Covenant with the Cherubim and 
other rare possessions were never 
heard of again. 

It was in this ancient temple 
square, sacred to Christian, Jew 
and Moslem, with the ghosts of 

-many centuries of violence about 
it, that King Abdullah was shot 
and died, .

A Lady’s Problem | 


poe In the absence of vacationing Mary Haworth, 
~ The Constitution’s advice and counsel lady, some- 
one in the mail department has been referring 

to me the paper’s daily armload of problem letters. 
I cannot imagine why unless possibly it’s because I have an 
understanding face. Certainly no one here could know that once, 
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Let the Congress Not Be Deceived . 


Some in Congress and elsewhere are 
asking why President Truman believes it 
may be necessary to build the country’s 
armed forces beyond the present limit of 


3,500,000 men. 

The answer is written in cold figures. 

Russia now has built its armed strength 
to 215 divisions. Only a few months ago 
informed sources estimated the Soviets had 
only 175 divisions. The new estimate in- 
cludes artillery and anti-aircraft divisions. 
In the Russian table of organization an 
artillery division is a highly mobile unit of 
great effectiveness in attack. 

Including. satellite troops, there are 
more than 5,000,000 men under Communist 
arms in Europe alone. 

The Soviet Union is feverishly stock- 
piling war materials. She now has a two- 
year supply of natural rubber, vital in 
armaments, and has built a huge synthetic 
rubber industry. Steel production is more 
than 25,000,000 tons a year. Petroleum pro- 
duction has increased, as has coal and iron 
output. , 

Russia has established a secret co- 

 ordinating headquarters for Central Europe 
in Sudetenland. The East German “police 
force” has been brought to 60,000 men. It 
obviously is part of the Communist Army. 

In East Germany, West Poland and 
Czechoslovakia there are about 32 Soviet 
divisions, including the Eighth Guards 
Army, the Third Assault Army, the Sixth 
Mechanized Army and other crack outfits. 
An underground headquarters has been 
established south of Leipzig and a formal 
headquarters at Karlshorst. The British 
estimate the Russians have more than 5,000 
tanks in East Germany alone. 


All the energy and resources of Russia 
are directed at building for war. The So- 
viets last year turned out 18,000 planes 
against 3,000 in this country. They are 
building fast cruisers and carriers for the 
Russian navy. There are more than 300 
Russian submarines operating as against 
less than 90 American submarines. 

Satellite armies have been raised far 
above treaty strength. Bulgaria has be- 
tween 160,000 and 200,000 men under arms. 
Romania has more than 300,000, and Hun- 
gary about 160,000. 

Whatever happens in Korea, Russian 
intentions of world dominion have not 
changed, , 

Though there is hope for a settlement 
in Iran, there is no assurance whatever that 
Premier Mossadegh’s government can stand 
the political repercussions from “conces- 
sions” to the British. The Tudeh Party, 
which is Communist, anxiously awaits a 
chance to step in. Communist agents are 
active throughout the Middle East, taking 
every advantage of the nationalist fanati- 
cism that has brought that entire area to 
a critical stage. 

Marshal Tito fears a Russian invasion. 
Border incidents between Russian and 
Yugoslav troops have increased in recent 
months. 

Berlin is still tense. 

Mr. Truman is properly concerned that 
we may not be devoting sufficient effort 
to rearmament. Korea has shown that 
strength is the only answer to Communist 
aggression. As always, while Russia talks 
peace she is vigorously preparing for war. 
Let the Congress not be deceived again. 


A Suggestion to Commissioner Redwine 


We suggest to State Revenue Commis- 
sioner Charles Redwine that before he pro- 
ceeds with the threatened prosecution of 
merchants who sell cigarettes below the 
minimum prices established by him he ob- 
tain a ruling from the State Attorney Gen- 
eral on the validity of the law. 

Some of the state’s best legat minds be- 
lieve the cigarette law is unconstitutional, 
especially in light of a recent decision of 
the New Jersey Supreme Court striking 
down a similar law in that state. 

The Georgia law, called the Unfair Cig- 
arette Sales Act, passed in 1949, has no 
excuse for being. There is no more reason 
the State should attempt to fix prices on 
cigarettes than on shoes or pearl ‘necklaces. 

There were numerous attacks on the 
law at the last session of the General As- 
sembly, and unless it is thrown out by the 
courts or otherwise meanwhile, there 


doubtless will be others at the 1952 session. 

We do not believe that Mr. Redwine, a 
highly successful businessman himself, fa- 
vors price-fixing by the State. In light of 
the disclosures concerning the Atlanta Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers Association, we urge he 
reopen consideration of the recommenda- 
tions of a Fulton County grand jury and 
eliminate price-fixing of liquor at retail. 
The grand jury felt that abolition of fixed 
prices on liquor would result in fewer liq- 
uor stores and less-control problem. 

Mr. Redwine is sworn to uphold the 
law, but a law which has become of such 
doubtful validity as the cigarette price-fix- 
ing act ought to be ruled upon by the attor- 
ney‘general, or perhaps a declaratory judg- 
ment obtained, before the State goes to the 
trouble and expense of prosecutions. We 
commend that. to the Revenue Commis- 
sioner as the prudent course. 


A Sound Highway Construction Program 


But there are almost 
smaller projects under way, too, the net 
effect of which will be to give Georgia 
highways a big boost on the credit side. 


Georgians are pleased that at last some- 
thing is being done about the state’s high- 
ways. 

What is especially gratifying about the 
present multimillion-dollar highway con- 
struction program is that from all evidence 
it is in accord with an over-all plan and is 
not on a haphazard, mile-here-and-mile- 
there basis as dictated by political consid- 
erations. That too often has been true of 
highway construction in the past. 

The biggest projects under way are im- 
provements to Highway 41, now one of the 
most dangerous roads in the state; High- 
way 23 and State Route 85. When the 
program is finished, U. S. 41 will be a four- 
lane route from a point just north of Car- 
tersville to Atlanta, and will be relatively 
safe all the way except for a short stretch 
in South Georgia. Resurfacing of Route 
85 will give a much-needed good road be- 
tween Atlanta and Columbus. 

Improvements to U. S. 23 and U. S. 341 
south from Macon will leave a new black- 
top from Macon to Hazelhurst to Baxley 
on 341 and from Hazelhurst to the inter- 
section of U. S. 1 on 23.

New bridges are replacing rickety 
spans. U. S. 82 between Dawson and 
Albany is getting a new top; to the west, 
the department is resurfacing 82 from the 
Alabama line to Cuthbert; between Li- 
thonia and Oxford on State Route 12, Geor- 
gia has procured right-of-way for a four- 
lane highway and is proceeding with a 
two-lane project there; State Route 29, be- 
tween the intersection of U. S. 80 and 
Soperton, is being resurfaced. There are 
many others. 

The Highway department is to be com- 
mended for an excellent job. There are 
and have been difficulties, mainly of at- 
tracting and keeping capable personnel at 
the comparatively low salaries paid by the 
state. - 

Georgians hope the construction pro- 
gram will continue on the present sensible 


basis so that our roads one day may de- 


serve the name “highways.”

started an advice-to-the-lovelorn column called “Mary Macon Ad- 


vises,” which was written—both problems and answers—by various’

I did it on Fridays, as I recall, and it attracted quite a bit of 
attention, particularly among the ranks of the ministerial associa- 
tion, the receipt of whose resolution was largely responsible for <he

At any rate, I am grateful that those charged with the duty of 
distributing the mail are apparently impressed with my versatility, 
although there are times, as when they bring me 300 letters ad- 
dressed to the “Fat Boy Editor,” that I am inclined to question their 
good intentions. 

Be that as it may, one of the letters seeki vice which has 
been placed on my desk in Miss Haworth’s absence touches on a 
subject of such general importance that I am constrained to answer 
it publicly. 


“Dear sir,” writes a lady who shall be nameless here for 
reasons shortly to be obvious. “Would you please put a piece 
in your paper about your neighbors ‘borowing’ your Constitu- 
tion before you even get a chance to look at the headlines?

Another Proof 
Barnum Was Right 


WASHINGTON—The latest revelation by a 

Senate investigating committee of the fraud and 

hoax perpetrated by a professional “con” man 

who collected upward of.a quarter of a million dollars from pri- 

vate victims by pretending to be able to sell influence in Wash- 
ington is but another illustration of the gullibility of the public. 

There is absolutely no excuse for péople to be taken in by 
schemes of the kind. The victims have only themselves to blame. 
Any prudent businessman or layman might have avoided the trap 
into which the victims were led by making a simple inquiry 
through one of a number of sources open to him. 

In the present case one Samuel D. Mason, .described as a 
“con” man with a criminal record, collected substantial fees from 
a number of persons under the pretense of being able to bribe gov- 
ernment officials into giving cheap leases on valuable public build- 
ings which, according to the story he was able to sell; were to be 
abandoned under a program for putting all-important government 
structures under round. A limited program of the kind has been 
talked about in connection with our defense plans against possible 
atomic attacks. 

If the victims had done nothing else, they might have spared 
themselves the loss of their investments by addressing a simple 
letter to their congressmen or senators, asking them to check on 
the possibility of any such government program. It would not 
even have been necessary for a congressman to make a check 
before replying. 


: The whole idea was so fantastic as to be absurd, 
Fantastic particularly the suggestion that through bribery 
certain officials could be persuaded to grant leases on valuable 
government property at nominal prices. Anyone the least familiar 
with the way government operations are performed should know 
that raw transactions of the sort just do not come. Under our 
two-party system there are too many chécks and cross checks, 
both from Congress and the executive branch of the government 
itself, for things of the kind to happen. Too many members of 
Congress in both parties are always ready and anxious to expose 
any suspicion of graft and corruption in any direction. 

Not since the scandals of the Harding administration back in 
the early '20s has any such racketeering been exposed in connec- 
tion with governmental activities. And even those were on a some- 
what more grandiose scheme. Perhaps it is the recollection of those 
scandals, involving Teapot Dome and other projects, that causes 
the lingering thought on the part of a segment of the public that 
influence can still be bought in Washington. 

None of this is to say that the influence traffic is not still 
heavy in Washington. But it just doesn’t apply on raw deals of 
the type “con” man Mason was promoting. Public gullibility is 
the only answer to what he was able to get away with. 


Sen. Cly€e Hoey, Democrat, of North Caro- 
Commendable lina, chairman of the subcommittee which 
made the revelations about Mason, is to be commended for what 
he has done. Exposing rackets of the kind is a public service. 

But the public seems to have short memories. Every year or 
so similar exposures are made by various congressional committees, 
yet other victims are ever ready to fall for the scheme of some 
new charlatan. It was only about a year or so ago that some of, 
the five per centers were shown up as frauds—people who were 
charging fees to deliver government contracts when they were able 
to offer no aid in this direction whatever. 

The best advice to businessmen and others when they are 
approached by persons pretending to have influence to sell in 
Washington is to consult their congressmen or senators before 
committing themselves-to any proposition. Each congressional 
office has an ample staff to check on any matter of importance. 
Then there is always the FBI to fall back on if any added infor- 
mation is needed. The victims of the present fraud did not avail 
themselves of -these facilities.

For the first time in approximately 20 years, a German con- 
sulate has been opened in Atlanta, and Consul George Ahrens, 
his wife and son, Rudolf Martin Ahrens, have been reunited after 


a separation by war. 

Mrs. Ahrens has just arrived 
from England to join her hus- 
.band and to establish her home 


in America. In her Piedmont 
Hotel suite Tuesday she said: 

“We are happy to be back in 
America. We lived for seven 
years in St. Louis, and in 1938 
went back to Germany. The in- 
terchange of youth between Eu- 
rope and America is the hope 
and salvation of the world. 
Through them -will be better 
understanding, better relation- 
ship and better co-operation for 
the future.” : 


“If Hitler and Mussolini 
had had the opportunity to 
visit America and seen this 
wonderful country, known its 
people, seen its strength. 
power and wealth, there 
never would have been a 
World War II. All through 
the war, I thought like other 
German mothers of the poor 
American mothers who had to 
see their sons go far away, 
some never te return. The 
same is true of Korea. Ger- 
man women have never taken 
part in politics, but I am for 
it for them as well as for 
American, for if a woman can 
prevent war, let her be Presi- 
dent.” 


Rudolf Martin Ahrens joined 
his mother here when she ar- 
rived from London, where she

On a hot, dry day, a. hot bev- 
erage or hot soup works fine 
and aids nature’s cooling system.

It’s easy to get a digestive upset 
in Summer. The muscular re- 
laxation induced by hot weather 
reacts on the digestive tract. For 
this reason, Summer meals 
should be simple and easily di- 
gested, with fewer hot breads 
and less fried foods and rich 
foods—and leaving these out 
does the slimming. ~ 


Don’t switch abruptly to all 
cold foods. It is a good plan to 
have one hot food with a meal 
even in hot weather. Of course, 
if you are in the habit of eating 
a cold lunch, fine, but have some 
hot food at the other meals. 

And there is a trick to run- 
ning a tub bath on a hot day, 
Let the water run in cold until 
almost the level desired, then 
turn ‘on the hot water and let 
it run until the bath is just 
tepid. That way the room does 
not become steam-filled. Fre- 
quent bathing is refreshing in 
hot weather, for perspiration 
dried on the skin hinders na- 
ture’s cooling system. 

One more tip: Don’t hurry, or 
fly off the handle—that really 
burns you up.
